A subject which has exercised me 
this summer has been as to what bird 
it. is with a »bill, seemingly smaller 
than a.jay’s which plunders-- others’. 
nests, breaking anc sucking ‘the eggs. 

In one small piece of hedge I founi 
cue blackbird’s und two thrushes’ 
nests all treated in the same way, the 
three showing among them the wreck- 
age of eleven eggs all similarly pierc- 
ed and emptied. The missel “thrush 
has been suspected of the offence and 
in this case I shovld suppose it to be 
‘the missel thrusk if it were not that 
i pair of. butchér birds nested in the 
sume hedge, 

It is perhaps upiust to suspect the 
outcher bird on no better evidence 
than its mere proximity to the scene 


curious|¢{ the crime and it may be question- 


ed if the shrike would dare to rifle 
the nest of either a blackbird or a 
thrush. A suggestion which I have 
not seen made and which I throw-out 
cnly as a possibiiity is that the cul- 
prit is no burglar but neither more 
than less than one of the parent birds 
themselves.

The Automobile Accident.

auto mishaps, was that of last Monday 
when one of the instructors at Phillips 
was so seriously injured that his re- 
covery is even yet a matter of grave 
doubt. 

The story of the accident is very 
similar to the story Of nearly all of the 
affairs in which the auto is involved; a 
rapid pace and a careless driver, The 
story of the automobile driver may 
contradict this conclusion, but against 
it appears to be the very clear testimony 
of.the three men who were in the party 
of pedestrians, and they are three men 
in whom the public at large is likely to 
put absolute reliance. ¥ 

But while the ‘accident had many 
characteristics similar to other auto 
accidents, the treatment of the suffer. 
ing victim by the one in charge of the 
machine seems to have been unlike 
that of any humane person we have 
ever heard of. It would seem as if the 
first thought of any man possessing a 
spark of decency under such a call as 
that which the prostrate form of Mr. 
Hinman presented, would have been to 
sacrifice every personal comfort, but 
not so with this modern rough rider. 
“We cannot have our auto soiled with 
this dirt and blood” is reported as the 
answer to a request of Mr. Hinman’s 
associates that. the auto should take 
Mr. Hinman toa’ physician. So while 
the auto occupants continued in their 
personal comfort, a team was looked 
up and the bruised remains of the auto 
victim -were in due time carted to a 
physician. 

Now all of this is very shocking, and 
cannot fail to arouse the strongest prej- 
udice against this particular offender 
against the laws of the state and the 
higher laws of decent citizenship, but it 
should. not lead the rest of us to equal 
excesses of either language or action. 
The laws of the state should be vindi- 
cated in the proper place and there 
alone, while there is little doubt of an 
even more stringent application of the 
law of public sentiment to the offense 
that has bee committed against de- 
cency and the most ordinary kind of 
charity. There is 2 more important 
question than either of these that will 
not down, and which calls for consider- 
ation every time the rushing auto goes 
through our streets. It is the question 
of how best to safeguard life in the use 
of the modern travelling appliances. 

. It will do us no good to condemn, 
and protest that the automobile must 
be abolished, because that is no more 
possible than it would besto say that 
every man should drive his horse 
hitched to an. open two-wheeled cart. 
We can no more legislate against their 
manufacture with speed capacity of. a 


-limited.number of miles an hour, than 


we can legislate that no steam engine 
shall be built exceeding a given power. 
In fact, is there any possible control 
that can be effectively exercised over 
the machine itself ? Have we not been 
pursuing the wrong method in our 
whole treatment thus far of regulation 
of this new problem ? 

We believe that-we have, and every 
recurring accident strengthens our be- 


-lief that not until our officials get after 


the individual, shall we secure réal con- 
trol ‘Over tlie actual’ offender, namely, 
the reckless driver. The reckless driver 
is the man to seek, and he alone. 
Fifty miles an hour on some roads“and 
by some drivers, carries not a truth of 
the danger for the public, that ten 
miles an hour might for another place 
and by an irresponsible driver. 
Under such a condition as now exists 
with relation to the accident that is 
fresh in our minds, the law’ should be 
such that the driver would at once 
stand suspended until all the facts 
could be learned by the proper author- 
ities, and the machine itself should be 
put out of commission for. the same 
time ; and, if the facts ultimately jus- 
tify it, never again should the driver be 
licensed to run an auto, It is the “ reck- 
less”? man at the wheel that must be 
reached, and we believe no other 
method will stop the increasing acci- 
dents that are arousing the public not 
only in Andover, but all over the state.

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automobile, racing up from behind with 
the reckless speed so commonly in- 
dulged in by automobile drivers in and 
near Andover, overtook the party and 
before,Mr. Hinman was able to get out 
of the way struck him squarely in the 
back, carried him some distance and 
then threw him violently to one side. 
When reached he was unconscious and 
blood was streaming from an ugly 
wound on the top of his head. His com- 
panions hastened to help him and did 
what they could to stop the flow of 
blood. 

Owing to the refusal of the occupants 
of the automobile to allow their ma- 
chine to be used to carry their victim to 
Andover, most valuab'e time was lost 
aud it was over au hour before Mr. Liu- 
man was finally brought to Dr. Clark’s 
sanitorium. A farm wagon was finally 
secured to render’ this service, Dr. 
Abbott was summoned, and everything 
possible was done to help the sufferer. 
‘The excessive loss of blood coupled with 
the shock of the accident’ has left Mr. 
Hinman in a most critical condition and 
his recovery was amatter of great uncer- 
tainty. At the present time however he 
is resting as comfortably as can be ex- 
pected and although gaining slowly is 
not entirely out of danger. 

In an interview with an agent of Mr. 
Presby’s who was sent to Dr. Clarke’s on 
‘tuesday noon to inquire for Mr. Hin- 
man he claimed that the latter was en- 
tirely at fault for the accident. He 
said that at the time of the accident the 
automobile was going at the rate of 
about 16 miles an hour and that the ac- 
cident happened just after a touring car 
had passed in the opposite direction 
which created a large clond of dust. It 
blinded the chauffeur and made it im- 
possible for him to see ahead more than 
atew feet. When the dust had cleared 
away sufficiently for him to see he was 
upon the three men in the roadway and 
turned tothe left sharply to avoid hit- 
ting Mr. Hinman. 

At this point the agent said that one 
of the men touched Mr. Hinman on the 
shoulder in what the chauffeur thought 
to bea manner of warning of the ap- 
proach of the machine and he thought 
that he would get out of the way. In- 
stead of this he walked directly in front 
of the machine and was struck. 

The automobile showed every evi- 
dence of an accident, the lamp on the 
right hand side being broken off and the 
covering over the engine was dented in. 

Mr. Houghton and Mr. Gilman were 
later interviewed and they emphatically 
denied the statements made by Mr. 
Presby’s agent. 


An automobile accident occurred at 
the corner of Elm and Florence streets 
about two o’clock on Sunday morning 
but fortunately not one of the seven oc- 
cupants was injured. The machine is 
owned by the proprietor of ‘“Ferncroft” 
and it contained a party of local people 
who had been spending the evening at 
It had made 
good time on the return trip and at the 
time of the accident was proceeding at a 
fast rate of speed. 

The roads were muddy and in turning 
from Elm to Florence street the wheels 
skidded and when they suddenly struck 
the concrete crossing they held, throw- 
ing the weight of the machine on the 
right hand rear wheel. This gave way 
and the body fell to the ground. It 
scraped along for several inches tearing 
up the ground. ; % 

Besides.the broken wheel, the damage 
to the automobile consisted of a broken 
mudguard and step, although the engine 
was slightly disabled. 

The, machine. was removed, by its 


owner about. nine o’clock on Sunday |: 


evening after a new wheel had been pro- 
cured. 


To Teach in Phillips.

The following is printed at the request 
of Superintendent of schools Corwin F. 
Palmer: : 


Acts of 1906, Chapter 502. 


AN ACY RELATIVE TO THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIANS. 


Section 1. ‘The school committee of 
every city and town in the Common- 
wealth shall appoint one or more’school 
physicians, sha]l assign one to.each pub- 
lic school within its city or town, and 
shall provide them with all proper facil- 
ities for the performance of their duties 
as prescribed in this act: provided, how- 
ever, that in cities wherein the board of 
health is already maintaining or shal 
hereafter maintain substantially such 
medical inspection as this act requires, 
the board of. health shall appoint and 
assign the schoo] physician.. 

Section 2.- Every school physi¢ 
shall make a prompt examination and 
diagnosis of all children referred to him 
as hereinafter provided, and such fur- 
ther examination of teachers, janitors 
and school buildings as in his opinion 
the protection of the health of the pu- 
pils may require. 

Section 8. The school committee shall 
cause to be referred to a school physic- 
ian for examination and Cciagnosis every 
child returning to school without a cer- 
tificate from the board of health after 
absence on account of illness or from un- 
known cause; and every child in the 
schools under its jurisdiction who shows 
signs of being in ill health or of suffering 
from infectious or contagious disease, 
unless he is at once excluded from school 
by the teacher; except that in the case 
of schools in remote and isolated situ- 
ations the school committee may make 
such other arrangements as may best 
carry out the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. ‘Te schdol committee shall 
cause notice of the disease or defects, if 
any, from which any child is found to be 
suffering to be sent to his pareni or 
guardian. Whenever a child shows sym- 
toms of smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, 
chickenpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria or 
influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, 
mumps, scabies or trachoma, he shall be 
sent home immediately, or as soon as 
safe and proper conveyance can be found, 
and the board of health shall at once be 
notified. eA 

Section 6. The school committee of 
every city and town shall cause every 
child in the public schools to be sepa- 
rately and carefully tested and exam- 
ined at least once in every school year to 
ascertain whether he is suffering from 
defective sight or hearing or from any 
other disability or defect tending to pre- 
vent his receiving the full benefit of his 
school work, or requiring a modification 
of the school work in order to prevent 
injury to the child or to secure the best 
educational results. The tests of sight 
and hearing shall be made by teachers. 
The committee shall cause notice of any 
defect or disability requiring treatment 
to be sent tothe parent or guardian of 
the child, and shall require a physical 
record of each child to be kept in such 
form as the state board of education 
shall prescribe. ‘ a :

American Wins Balloon Race. 


Sixteen mammoth balloons or dirigi- | 


ble airships, averaging 2,000 cubic 
meters ia capacity, started from the 
heart of Paris in the first competition 


of the International Aeronauts’ cup. | 


Seven nations were represented in the 
various entries. Two of the aeronauts 
were Ainericans—Santos-Dumont and 
Lieutenant Frank Lahm. Three were 


French, three German, three British, 


three Spanish, one Belgian and one 
Italian. In addition to the cup, which 
is to be competed for annually, a. cash 
prize of $2,900 was offered to the win- 
ner, $266 to the second and $133 to the 
third man.‘ More 
than a million 
people witness- 
ed the start from 
the Tuileries 
gardens, includ- 
ing many dis- 
tinguished  offi- 
«¢lals and diplo- 
mats, while 
massed military 
bands enlivened 
the proceedings. 

The start was 

preceded by the 
. flight of several 

Lieutenant Lahm. fyundred bal- 
loons and loosing of 5,000 homing ~pl- 
geons. Santos-Dumont had a novelty 
by attaching a vertical propeller to Bis 
ear, with the object of lifting and low- 
ering his balloon without discharging 
any ballast. ; 

Of the balloons started, nine failed 
to cross the English channel and six 
landed safely in parts of England. 
Lieutenant Lahm was proclaimed the 
winner, as he landed the farthest point 
north, about seven miles south of Whit- 
by. Lieutenant Lahm ts an officer 
of the Sixth cavalry and has been an 
expert investigator of military balloons. 
Although he made the longest voyage 
and won the prize, the race was disap- 
pointing, owing to the light winds, and 
no long distance record was endan- 
gered. 


Taft's Taffy Pleases Cubans. 
Secretary Taft made a speech in pre- 
senting the prizes to students at the 
opening of the University of Havana. 
It was his first public appearance as 
American governor. He said that the 
Anglo-Saxon race had much to learn 
from the Latin race in courtesy, learn- 
ing and ideals, and that when the for- 
mer was young the latter was civiliz- 
ing the world. He likened Cuba to a 
tropical plunt, which should be pruned 
in order to gain strength and greater 
vitality, and assured them in the name 
of the president that he was there to 
help them to resume their progress as

Cubans Gladly Give Up Arms. 

The commission appointed by Taft 
to superintend the disarmament of the 
insurrectos decided that each man was 
to have transportation and subsistence 
until he reached home and that those 
having horses should be allowed to re- 
tain them for the present, but to be re- 
turned to their owners if they had been 
stolen. To facilitate the operation a 
special train began making trips be- 
tween the points of the rebel camps to 
the western terminus of the railroad 
in Pinar del Rio. 
which the rebels laid down thelr arms 
surprised the government. A number 
of marines had been sent to Cienfuegos 
to preserve order pending the arrival 
of the government commissioners,

A Business of $107,000,000,0C0.

The sale of the Chattanooga South- 
ern railroad to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, which was completed in the of- 
fice of the late Russell Sage at New 
York, brought joy to the holders of 
some $3,000,000 of the stock and bonds 
of the former. These securities had 
been regarded as worthless for four- 
teen years, since the panic of 1893, 
when the road went into the hands of 
a receiver. Holders who paid the as- 
sessment of $2 will get their money 
back and interest for eleven years. 
Sage had loaned $400,000 on the prop- 
erty, and rather than lose he went to 
work and developed it.

New York Central’s Electric Service. 
The first heavy train ever run over 
the New York Central railroad by elec- 
tricity, drawn by one of the new 100 
ton electric locomotives, rolled into the 
Grand Central station last week after 
making a seven mile trip from High- 
bridge on the same schedule as the 
“regular steam train. Vice President 
Wilgus and a party of officials were on 
board. The train consisted of eight 
Pullman cars. The locomotive is al- 
most noiseless, due to the fact that the 
motors are attached directly to the 
shaft. The maximum speed can be at- 
tained in one-third the distance re- 
quired by a steam locomotive.

Steamship Strike Ties Up Trade. 

The strike of licensed deck officers 
to enforce their demand for higher 
wages on the steamers operated by the 
Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlantic 
and Maryland, Virginia and Delaware 
Railroad Companies caused a complete 
tie-up in that section. The strike par 
ticularly injures the Merchants’ asso- 
ciation and the Fertilizer Manufactur- 
ers’ company of Baltimore. More than 
1,000 tons of fertilizer is waiting on 
board the detained steamers, and it is 
seed time with the farmers:  Thou- 
sands of baskets of tomatoes were rot- 
ting along the Delaware and Maryland 
waterways. <A quick adjustment was 
therefore anticipated. 


Union Expels Printers. 

The Columbia Typographical union of 
Washington has voted to expel seventy 
members who refused to pay longer 
the assessment levied for the strike 
benefit on account of the strike 
against jeb printers in the District of 
Columbia, which has been on since last 
January. The dismissed members are 
all employed in the government print- 
ing-office, but Public Printer Stillings 
made it known that no man should be 
molested because he did not belong to 
| the union. The union’s action makes 
the government printing office an open 
shop in~fact as well.as in name. The 
feeling agaifist the nonunion men who 
refused to pay the assessment was very 
bitter.

Atlanta Facing Its Shame. 

Letters and dispatches from Atlanta, 
Ga., all indicate that the better class 
of citizens are thoroughly aroused to 
the enormity of the offense against 
law and humanity contained in the re- 
cent negro massacre. Sam Jones, lead- 
er of the citizens’ committee, says the 
people are condemning in unmeasured 
terms the murdering of innocent ne- 
groes. At the chamber of commerce 
meeting resolutions condemning the 
mob’s. acts were unanimously adopted, 
and steps were taken to relieve the be- 
reaved. Governor Elect Smith says 
that the assaults by the negroes were 
exaggerated, as were also the stories 

: of the massacre. 
Editor Howell of 
the Constitution 
declares that 
mob, law is nev- 
er justifiable.

News. A suppression of such methods 
is suggested. The fact remains that 
the, Atlanta mobs did not kill one of 
the perpetrators of the alleged crimes, 
and most of those who were killed 
were colored men of good reputation. 

The commercial aspect of the riots 
was driven home quickly, for the col- 
ored workmen stayed at home or left 
the city in large numbers. Factories 
were shut down and many commercial 
houses “were seriously handicapped. 
Thus it brought a realization of the 
large part the negro is now playing in 
southern industries. It was noticeable, 
however, that the mobs were composed 
almost entirely’ of working class 
whites, notwithstanding that it is cus- | 
tomary for white and -black— artisan 
laborers to work side by side. The 
cause of this is conscious or uncon- 
scious trade jealousy. Another result 
of the trouble was the complete shut- 
ting up of drinking places, the object 
being to prevent the sale of liquor to 
all negroes. New licenses will be is- 
sued only to white men,. who will not 
Sell to colored men, 


| MISCELLANEOU | 


Loss From Gulf Cyclone. : 

Details of the great storm which 
swept over the gulf ‘states last week 
were slow to come in, owing to the 
complete collapse. of telegraph and 
railroad communications at the points 
chiefly afflicted. More conservative es- 
timates now place the loss of life at 
Mobile at dbout 1,000 and the property 
loss at about $1,000,000, while at Pen- 
sacola the property loss is figured at 
$5,000,000 and the loss of life:at thirty- 
three. At New Orleans thirteen lives 
were lost, and throughout the south 
vast damage was done to crops, almost 
beyond calculation. 

New Orleans Torn by Tornado. 

A tornado which passed through five 
iniles of the residence and factory part 
of New Orleans injured a score of peo- 
ple and did. $500,000 damage. The path 
of the tornado was fifty feet wide. 
Entombed In Mine. 

An explosion in the West Fork mines 
at Bluefield, W. Va., caused the entom’)- 
ing of seventy-five miners. ‘The rescue 
parties were retarded by fire. 
Transport Sheridan Beached. 

The United States transport Sheri- 
dan, after being hauled off the reefs 
of Honolulu, was immediately beached 
to prevent her complete loss.

_ CHETY ANNUAL MEETING, 


The lith annual meeting of the La- 
dies’. Union Charitable Society occur- 
1€d Tuesday aftornoor: in the Trinity 
ckurch vestry when the superintend- 
ent of the Lawrence General hospitai 
and the officers and committees of the 
society concerned.in the management 
#nd maintenance <f the hospital and 
Children’s Home on Methuen strect 
submitted their reports and officers 
were elected for the ensuing 12 
months. 

With the exception of 
made by the superintendent, Miss 
Mary E. Barr, which ‘speaks of the 
great amount of good accomplished ,by 
the institution during the past year, 
perhaps the report of the treasurer 
Miss Clara F. Prescott contains facts 
of most interest, 

In her report Miss Prescott stated 
that the expenses of maintaining the 
hospital for the past year had ‘been so 
great that the society was $5,050 be- 
tiund on. the currear expenses. This she 
said was to be accounted for in part 
as more than a thousand dollars in- 
come from certain Essex street prop- 
city owzed by the society had been 
used to improve the property. 

Miss Prescott reported the total re- 

ceipts for the past year to have been 
$64,198.47, The amount of cash on hand 
Sept. 1, 1905, was $864.45, making the 
total amount at the disposal of the 
society for the whole year $65,062.92. 
The expenses for the past year includ- 
ing the cost: of new buildings and al- 
terations were $63,763.28, The amount 
of cash on hand Sept. 1, 1906 was 
$1,299.64. 
_ The endowment fund of the hospital 
as been increased by $600. To this 
amount are to be added the J. D. Drew 
and Gilbert E. Hocd legacies of $1,000 
and $500, which were made _ without 
s-ecial stipulations ,and which have 
veen devoted to defraying the cost of 
tuilding extension for the present but 
will be transferred into the general 
fund later, 

The Children’s Home endowment 
fund has been increased by $200. 

The gifts to the hospital during the 
year have been $9;060.75 for the Lydia 
Searles Stearns home for nurses which 
represents but a part of the whole 
gift; $1,700 to ward F; and a little 
over $3,400 in large and small gifts for 
the memorial rooms, J. E. Aldred gave 
$600 for a solarium in memory of his 
father and mother, 

The ‘meeting was called to order at 
2.30 o’clock by Miss A. F. Carter, the 
Lresident. The members Joined in sing- 
ing one verse of the hymn entitled 
*@ne More Day’s Work for Jesus,” af- 
ter which there was reading from the 


the report 


scripture and prayer offered by the 
presitent, 

The first report read was that of 
the committee on fuel and_ repairs 


submitted by Mrs. William Shackford. 
"Zhe total expenditure for fuel for the 
past year at the hospital and home 
was $2,357.01 and for repairs $1,073.46. 

Mrs. William Merrill reported that 
there had been 28 services conducted 
tt the hospital during the year. bythe 
pastors of the different Protestant 
churches under the auspices of the 
committee on religious services. 

In her report for the Children’s 
Home committee Miss Frances Lam- 
prey acting in the place of Mrs, Kirk 
W. Moses, Jr., the secretary, stated 


‘that a committee had a lot of land 


for a new home in mind. and that it 
‘vas hoped that another year would 
see the children in new and _ better 
quarters, 

The superintendent, Miss Barr, sta- 
ted that 407 male and 396 female pa- 
tients had been received at.the hospi- 
tal during the year. 526 surgical and 
220 medical cases were treated, 71! 
were discharged, 448 well and 256 im- 
proved, 76 deaths have occurred dur- 
ihe the year. The net death rate is es- 
timated at 74 vile thousandths, 423 
vperations have been performed during 
the year. There iave been 226 ambu- 
lance calls. 

-Miss Barr expezts that the new ser- 
sice wing and diet kitchen will be 
ready for use. by November Ist, She 
states that the pharmacy and _ out-pa- 
tient department. is inadequate and 
that an X-ray apparatus would be of 


great assistance to the surgical 
staff. . 
The superintendent suggested that 


there. be as fund established for the 
making of repairs. She also said that 
with the increase of. the size and. effir 
ciency of the different departments 
there-must be: an increase In the nurs- 
ing force. In speaking of the ‘recent 
graduation exercises held at the hospi- 
+1 S@Piss Barr said that an alumni as- 
sociation had recent been formed 
umong the graduates of the hospital. 

This was Miss Barr’s first personally 

submitted report to the society. 

For the committe. on furnishings, 
Mrs. Arthur W. Dyer, chairman ani 
secretary reported the total receipts 
had amounted t0 $3;556.79 for the past 
year and thankea all members’ who 
jaave made donations. In her report for 
the Free Beds committee Mrs, O. T. 
Howe repeated a request for addition- 
al free beds. She stated that the Jo- 
seph Walworth Memorial Free Bed 
rad been establis'ed the past year 
wnd that five others were soon to fol- 
iow from another source. 

The remaining reports submitted 
and accepted as were those already 
mentioned were those of the commit- 
tee on provisions made by Mrs. Ww. W. 
Gowing, committee on supplies Mrs. 
A. M. Grover, North Andover, com- 
mittee on training school for nurses, 
Mrs. E. F. Childs general secretary. 
Miss Frances Aldred and the report 
of the treasurer as audited by Attor- 
ney Wilbur E. Rowell. 

The report of Miss A. F. Carter, the 
president was the last to be read and 
accepted and this is given in full as 
follows: 

To the Officers. Executive Board, and 
Members of the Ladies Union Cha:1t- 
table Society: 

Ladies: Once again we are called 
together to review the labors of an- 
other year. It is only one day at a 
time that we work, and it takes many 
of. them to,complete a year, but the 
years fly Wy in such rapid succession 
that it is. hard to realize fourteen of 
them have passed with no change in 
the first office of the Ladies Union 
Charitable Society Foard. .

One of Lord's fine 
pianos, the gift of a friend ‘and also 
partly from Lord Brothers, graces th» 
parlor, and the nurses are enjoying its 
sweet music when off duty. Back of 
the parlor is a pretty little library 
furnished, excepting the cuntents of 
the book case, which alas is sadly 
lacking. Any one having books sui:- 
able for young ladies to read would be 
conferring a favor by donating them 
to the library. We also have in the 
Home a fine class-room where the 
nurses listen to the lectures given Sy 
the physicians, and prepare and recite 
their lessons. The Board of the L. U. 
C. S. hold their Executive meetings 
in this pleasant class-room, The 
Home is meeting a much felt need by 
the curses 
which 
their resting time. 
On having the third story vacant, 
as the nurses moved into their new 
Home, we saw the opportunity to en- 
large the Maternity Ward. When 
building we thought we were making 
ample preparation for that line “f 
work, but found it entirely inadequace 
for the needs, Since the completion 
of the third story in May we have 
had the honor of receiving twenty- 
seven little strangers including one 
pair of twins. Notwithstanding the 
heat of the summer the rcoms_ have 
been as cool and comfortable as any 
in the house, The view from that 
floor ts very attractive, The private 
rooms were in such demand that 
those vacated. by the Maternity work 
gave several more beds which have 
been constantly full, makingus feel

that the outlay for the changes is 
warranted. 
Last spring the Bungalow, built 


originally for the night nurses to occu~ 
py day times, was renovated, lathed 
and plastered, ond made into a 
house. to care for diseases not admis- 
sible to the Hospital proper, such as 
measles, whooping ‘cough, etc. The 
building was remodeled by the one 
who gave it, making it suitable for use 
at all times. 

With the increase of: beds by tke 
changes mentioned, we find ourselves 
with about a hundred beds to care 
for. The Superintendent, House Doc- 
tors, staff. of nurses and helpers, be- 
side patients, making a household of 
more than a hundred to feed. As also 
the buildings are to be kept so that 
visitors can look through -them at any 
time, we find the need of a larger 
number of employes than we had pro- 
vided for. To.fill this need more 
rooms for the help must be furnished, 
therefore we are enlarging ‘he Service 
Wing which we hope will be ready for 
occupancy this fall. 

These changes have entailed 
outlay of money, ‘and not having. suf- 
ficient in our treasury, we are under 
the necessity of borrowing, but hope in 
the near future we shall be reimbursed 

Edward Aldred has given us a beau- 
tiful Solarium for the ‘benefit of the 
private patients. It opens from the 
corridor. on the second floor at the 
seuth end of the Administration Build- 
ing, and is indeed a lovely place for 
the convalescents. ‘ 

A hospital is never self supporting 
and as it grows, meeting the needs.) of 
the public, it seems as though the pub- 
lic should appreciate its good work and 
contribute bountifully, for its suster- 
ance. Not that numerous large 
amounts should be given, but 
many small sums which would in the 
end aggregate a large contribution 
given by many making more people 
interested in the work than if donated 
| by one or two. Nevertheless all 
amounts large or small will be grate- 
fully received.
